THE SCHEDULE 

TUTICORIN PORI* EMPLOYEES (TEMPORARY 
SERVICE! AMENDMENT REGULATIONS, 

1984 

(No. S-6[6!84-CDN) 

In exercise of the powers conferred bv Section 2! 
of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963) 
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’the Tuticorin Port Trust Board hereby makes, subject 
to the approval of the Central Government, under 
Section 124 of the above Act, the following Regula¬ 
tions to further amend the Tuticorin Port Employees 
(Temporary Service) Regulations, 1979 :— 

1. (1) These Regulations may be called the Tuti¬ 
corin Port Employees (Temporary Service) Amend¬ 
ment Regulations, 1984. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of pub¬ 
lication of the noiincalion by the Central Government 
approving these Regulations in the Official Gazette. 

2. In Regulation 5 of the Tuticorin Port Employees 
(Temporary Service) Regulations, 1979, (hereinafter 
called as the said regulations), the following note shall 
be added to Sub-Regulation (l) s namely :—- 

“Note :—The following procedure shall be adopted 
by the appointing authority while serving notice on 
.such employee under clause (a) :— 

(i) The notice shall be delivered or tendered to 

the employee in person. 

(ii) Where personal service is not practicable, the 

notice shall be served on such employee by 
registered post, acknowledgement due at 
the address of the employee available with 
the appointing authority. 

(iii) If the notice sent by registered post is return¬ 

ed unsaved, it shall be published in the 
Official Gazette and upon such publication, 
it shall be deemed to have been personally 
served on such employee on the date it was 
published in the Official Gazette of the 
State in which the Port is situated.” 

3. In Regulation 9 of the said Regulations, in 
sub-regulation (1) 

ri) after the first proviso, the following further 
proviso shall be inserted, namely :—- 

“Provided further that, before passing an order 
under the foregoing proviso, the compe¬ 
tent authority shall serve or cause to be 
served a notice upon the person concern¬ 
ed specifying the reduction proposed to 
be made in the amount of gratuity' on 
account of his unsatisfactory service under 
the Boards and cal! upon such employee 
to submit, within fifteen days of the receipt 
of the notice or such further time as may 
be allowed by that authority, such represen¬ 
tation as the employee concerned may 
wisli to make against the proposed order 
and take into consideration the represen¬ 
tation, if any, submitted by such emp¬ 
loyee.”; 


(ii) in the existing second proviso, for the word 
“further”, the word “also” shall be spbsti- 
tuted. 

4. In regulation 10 of the said regulations,— 

(i) in sub-regulation (1),— 

(a) the word “quasi-permanent” appearing in 
clauses (a) and (b) between the words 
“continuous'* and “service” shall* be 
omitted. 

fl>) after the first proviso, the following further 
proviso shall be inserted, namely :— 

“Provided further that, before passing an 
order under the foregoing proviso, the 
competent authority shall serve or cause 
to be served a notice upon the employee 
concerned specifying the reduction pro¬ 
posed to be made in the amount of 
gratuity on account of his unsatisfac¬ 
tory service under the Board, and call 
upon such employee to submit within 
fifteen days of the receipt of the notice 
or such further time as may be allowed 
by that authority, such representation 
as the employee concerned may wish 
to make against the proposed order and 
take into consideration the representa¬ 
tion, if any, submitted by such emp¬ 
loyee.” 

(c) in the existing second proMso, for the word 
“further”, the word “also”* shall be substi¬ 
tuted. 

(ii) for sub-regulation (6), the following sub-regu¬ 

lation shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(6) For the purpose of this regulation, “con¬ 
tinuous service” means the total service 
including spells of quasi-permanent and 
temporary service.”
